N ew Y o rk , September 5th.—A private 
dispatch from Washington, from an unusually 
well informed source, says the inflamad gland 
on the President’s neck is threatening to 
dough off, in which case the removal will be 
delayed. 
P la n o f th e R em o v al. 
W ash in g to n, September 5th.—At noon 
Dr. Bliss said the President was doing nicely. 
There was nothing to complain of, and he 
would be removed as soon as possible. The 
surgeons wiil visit his car this afternoon. The 
plan for moving him is being discussed, but 
tt is not yet decid-d on. It is generally be­ 
lieved about the Mansion that notice will be 
given, aDd that he will not be moved secretly. 
The sole purpose is to avoid noise or bustle. 
He will be removed early in the morning or 
after sundown. Kailroad tracks are being 
run from the Baltimore and Potomac depot 
on Sixth street, to the edge of tha asphalt 
pavemtnts on Pennsylvania avenue, so the 
President’s car may lie run out on the street, 
to facilitate the moving of the patient from 
the vehicle which carries him from the White 
House. News will bo sent to the White 
House several times a day, and bulletins will 
be issued as heretofore. Otherwise no par­ 
ticulars are arranged a* to the method of 
getting news from Long Branch. 
(SECOND DISPATCH.j 
WASHINGTON, September 5th.—The prep­ 
arations for the President’s journey to hong 
Branch are rapidly pmgreanng. Beginning 
at midnight, a gang of men wete busy laying 
a tra<-k on Sixth Btreet, and at 10 o'clock this 
morning had 200 yards extension of the 
Baltimore and Potomac track completed to 
Pennsylvania avenue, so that the President's 
bed can be placed on a wagon at the White 
House and .the wheels need not leave the 
asphalt until the wagon ia by the side of ! he 
car. All three of the oars which are to make 
up the President’s train arc now at the depot, 
ar.d workmen are busy putting the finishing 
touches on the Eastlake combination car, 
which was sent from Altoona, l’a., last night. 
The railroad companies have arranged a mat­ 
tress frame laid on an inch plank, fastened to 
the sides of the car, so that it just clears the 
floors. The bottom of the car is ballasted 
with iron. All the arrangements will be 
completed to-day, and if the President's con­ 
dition will allow, and no storm arises, he 
will probably bs moved to-morrow morning. 
P re p a ra tio n * a t I.ong R m c rh . 
L ong B ranch (N . J.), September 5th.— 
The • 'entral liailroad Company began work 
late this aftornoon on a temporary track 
from near the depot to Kranklyn Cottage. 
The track will be ready for the President by 
daylight. 
TUc P ro p o sed R em o v al -A R ealistic P ic­ 
tu re . 
C h ic a g o , September 5th.—In connection 
with the President's removal, the following 
realistic picture from Washington of his con­ 
dition wiil be of interest: It is no holiday 
trip the President is about to make, not the 
voyage of a patient in the interesting stages 
of convalescence. The removal, ii under­ 
taken at all—and there are doubts even now 
in the minds of the doctors as to its expe­ 
diency—will be the last desperate resort to 
elude the lightning grasp of death. The 
President is suffering, first, from an unhealed 
gunshot wound the length of which ia esti­ 
mated at sixteen inches; second, from a 
compound fracture of tho tenth and a contu­ 
sion of the eleventh rib, made by the bullet; 
third, by the presence in tho body of a 
jagged lead bullet, not encysted and travel­ 
ing slowly downward ; fourth, from the 
poisonous state of the blood; fifth, the 
gland which is now the cause as well as the 
result of the tronble. This burrowing abscess 
in the cheek is now discharging in seven 
channel”, four of which were opened by the 
surgeons’ knife, and three are spontaneous 
openings, flawing through the ear, mouth and 
nostrils. The next coóiplication is the weak 
and dyspeptic state of the stomach, which 
has at times rejected all proffered food, and 
requires to be always tisated in the most 
delicate manner. For nearly three weeks 
the President has not swallowed a mouthful 
of solid food. The seventh item of anxiety 
and danger is the fearful debility brought on 
by the injury and its physical consequence, 
and the eighth is the mental weakness re­ 
sulting from local and constitutional trouhles. 
The physicians have been in fear, abo, of the 
presence of intermittent malarial fever in addi­ 
tion to the inevitable fever occasioned by the 
effort of Datare to repair the wound by the 
missile. It is proposed to lilt him with his 
bed, take him down the long flight of stairs, 
carry him some distance by a stretcher, and 
finally convey him 250 miles by rail. The 
man is so weak that he can scarcely turn his 
head from side to side, cannot lift his head at 
all, anti is able to move his arms and legs 
with difficulty and weariness. He is too 
feeble to bear the excitement of seeing the 
face of one cf his most cherished friends, who 
made the journey from New Mexico especially 
to see him, but was not let into the 
room. No Cabinet officer, with one ex­ 
ception, has seen him since immediately 
following the shooting. 
It excites the 
sufferer beyond his strength to have his 
children by his side. The exertion of speak­ 
ing pains him and increases the speed of his 
pulse. Food is necessary, and be takes it as 
prescribed, as a dnty, but has no healthy ap 
petite tr relish for what he swallows. The 
wounds are not constantly painful to an aente 
ing and exhausting. The sutWriag caused 
degree, but the frequent dressings arc dis’ress- 
by the inflamed gland would alone have 
brought a strong man low. The original in­ 
jury has made little progress for ten day». 
He has been kept up in part since his 
last relapse by the freer use of nn 
tritive and stimulating injections. These are 
efficacious, and often bridge over a crisis rue- 
cessfully ; but their limitations aro well 
knowr. 
The bowels cannot endure the 
strain indefinitely, and will break down. If 
the reader will look at the situation thus re­ 
viewed in the light of reason rarhcr than of 
sentiment, it will he understood why the doc­ 
tors mean to remove the President. He is 
piainiy dying where he is. If removed theie 
is a chance—a bare possibility—that he may 
recover. A et lie may not live to reach Long 
Branch. At every 1(5 feet, on:e sta ted on 
tho rails, there will co;na a j -H for that poor 
body which holds a jagged fcali. 
Can 
we conceive of a i., -re desperate experi­ 
ment ? Aud yet, knowing that, it has been 


decided by tho most judicious and experi- 
encrd surgeons as the one remaining chance 
for life. I reparations for the removal are 
being made, but it is learned that the sur­ 
geons were very pathetic abont the removal 
and did not commence to prepare for the 
journey until about noon. They were urged 
to do this by members of the family, who 
said it had been definitely decided l>y the sur­ 
geons and Cabinet that the President must be 
removed, and that to remain is death. Every 
day’s delay involves greater risks, as it in­ 
volves the danger of encountering the equi­ 
noctial storm at Long Branch. The surgeons, 
after this admonition, proceeded with their 
work. It is learned from authority that 
cannot be onestioned that they are very re­ 
luctant to undertake the journey. No reason 
is assigned for this, except their fear of in­ 
juring their professional reputation by taking 
him on Buoh a journey and having something 
happen. He is now expectorating pns. and 
this may mean some new lung complication. 
Invltrd lo Prayer. 
R aleigh (N. C.j, September 5tb.—Gov­ 
ernor Jarvis yesterday issued a proclamation 
inviting the people of this State to assemble 
in their respective places of worship on Tues­ 
day, September 6th, between the hours of 10 
o’clock and noon, to unite in prayer for the 
recovery of the President. 
L ittle R ock (Ark.), September 5th.—The 
Governor sets apart Tuesday for prayer for 
the President's recovery. 
C hicago, September 5th —The Board of 
Trade adjourned for Tuesday, to observe the 
day of prayer for the President. 
M adison (Wis.), September 5th.—The 
Governor hss issued a proclamation for a 
day of prayer to-morrow. 
C incinna ti, September 5tb.—The Cham­ 
ber of Commeree has adjourned over for to­ 
morrow. Dr. Iloynton Interview ed. 
C hicago, September 5th. — The Inter- 
Ocean'» Washington special conversed with 
Dr. Boynton, who made the following pithy 
statements : On Saturday the pulse of tne 
President was 104 to 120 in the morning, al­ 
though the bulletin said 102. 
“ Will his last sickness hasten his de­ 
parture ?’’ 
“ No ; for there is no greater necessity of 
his removal now than there was before. I 
tell yon he will die, if he stays here. He was 
in a very bad condition, indeed, and we shall 
get him off just as soon a* we can get bint 
away.” 
“ What is the condition of the wound this 
morning 
“ Well, it ¡6 beginning to show up a little 
better, but not much. There is some little 
discharge.” 
“ Is it running good, thick, healthy pns 
“ By no means. The discharge is very 
thin and watery, and is decidedly unsatis­ 
factory. The granulations have hardly begun 
to make themselves apparent. Again, in re­ 
gard to the opening from the gland into the 
mouth, we can't tell its size, because we can­ 
not get the mouth open wide enough to make 
an examination. We can only open the 
mouth sufficiently to insert a spoon with his 
food. There are no swellings, but the blood 
is by no means in a good condition. It is 
poor aud thin.” 
Boynton said that the vomiting sjielis men­ 
tioned in yesterday’s report w ere of alight 
importance. There was only one spell of 
vomiting instead of two, as the bulletins 
stated, end that occurred late in the night. 
“ Was it accompanied by retching or sc 
vere gastric disturbance 7" 
"N o ; it was of slight significance, and was 
of such a character as he has been troubled 
with a good many times in the past ten 
days.” 
“ Do you mean to say that he has been 
vomiting frequently in the past ten days?'’ 
“ Weil, yes; a number of times. They 
were not severe spells of vomiting. You 
know the stomach became vitiated from tlve 
severe efforts to clear the throat of mucus.” 
Tlic President's Disability Senator toor- 
Itrr* Inlrrvlew ril. 
T erre H aute (Ind.), September 5th.—The 
Ercning Gaxttr prints a lengthy interview 
with Senator Yoorhees, of which the follow­ 
ing points are the most striking : After pre­ 
mising that the President’s recovery might 
extend through his entire remaining term, and 
that there were no precedents in American 
history in the matter, the question firrt to be 
settled is. Who shall decide the question of 
inabilityC ertainly not the Vice-President, 
who might, if too aspiring, refuse to turn 
over the office when once he had assumed it. 
It would also be likely to charge hands on a 
very slight inability, if, a* once in our his­ 
tory, the Vice-President was at open war 
with the President. Neither have the Cani- 
net power to declare the I’re-ident’s in- , 
ability or to invite the Vice-President 
to act in his place. They eonld not 
do so nn ler the Constituti .it, or under 
any United States statute. The question 
must be decided by Congress, who meet in 
regular session in December. The Govern­ 
ment is so well constructed, strong and har­ 
monious, that no interest will suffer if the 
President should not he able to lift his hand 
or speak until then. These who would raise 
needless difficulties or present fic’iiiuu* ques­ 
tions would meet a heavy condemnation at 
the hands of the jteople. The safest, sinqdest 
way for Congress to do would he to create a 
Commission of say fi ve members, embracing 
the Chief Justice of the t ’nited States Su­ 
preme Court, Secretary of State, Surgeon- 
General of the Army, and two attending 
surgeons, whose duty it would be to determino 
whether the President was unable to dis­ 
charge the duties of his office. The action of 
the Vice-President, of course, to depend on 
their decision. The same Commission would 
determine when the President was again 
able to discharge tho duties of his olfi v. 
Such an Act of Cony res* might bee me a la v 
without the President’s signature, if he had 
not vetoed it ¡D.side of ten days. 
An Opinion &« to the Fair of llir Jrannettr. 
N ew Y o rk. September 5th.—The World".i 
London special says : I lir.d a brief conversa­ 
tion yesterdjy with Wm. Lee Howard, who 
was sent to Iceland l«-.t year on an exploring 
expedition by the I'uited States Govern­ 
ment. He told me that Geueral Quinn 
stated that Bennett’s yacht, the Jeannette, 
must have been eaught in the ice and 
crushed. The crew could not, it is thought, 
have survived the severities of last winter in 
the polar regions. The bones of ptartiiigacs 
and other birds, as well as native animals, 
everywhere strew the ice. It is just possible, 
Howard says, that the Jiannette’s crew may 
have taken to quarters aud saved themselves, 
but he does riot entertain very sanguine 
hopes of this. The ice has not yet opened, 
and icebergs will be met witli later than usual 
iu the Atlantic.

Dr. J. -I. Lawyer, ex Coroner and Public 
Administrator of this county, died sud­ 
denly last Sunday morning at his residence 
on Spanish Flat. The day before he had 
been in usual good health, and had gone to 
Anderson’s store.

It no such measures can be 
devised, then in natural justice hydraulic 
mining should cease unless those directly 
profited by such operation shall prevent at 
their own cost all injury to private property 
and all damage to the navigable waters of 
the State. The people of thiB section hailed 
w ith gratification the compromise princi­ 
ples incorporated into the Drainage Act 
because they believed the mining interest 
of such value to the entire commonwealth 
as to completely establish a community of 
interest as to every part of the State in all 
efforts and expenditures necessary to its 
preservation.

A General Uprising Apparently Deter­ 
mined Upon.

Lieutenant Stanton, tf

cort, reached here from Apache last evening about 
7 o’clock with dispatches. 1 he following, from Will 
C. Barnes, tho operator there, can be relied o r, 
there being no m aterial difference between this and 
the official report :

DETAILED ACCOUNT OF THE BATTLE. 
F ort Apaoiih, Septem ber 1st.—General Carr, Col­ 
onel of the Sixth Cavalry, left here A ugust 29th 
wi:h troops D and E, Sixth Cavalry, and Company 
A of Indian scouts, 105 men and six officers, intend­ 
ing to arrest the Apache raedicijtie man who boa 
been endeavoring t ) get m e Indians to break out 
lie reached Cibieu creek, forty five miles west of 
here, at 2 r. sj. on the 20th ultim o. 
'1 hey found 600 
Indians In camp there, and arrested the medicine 
man w ithout resistance. 
The command then went 
a few miles from the main Indian village and 
cam ped, and th e pack-train was unleaded, when the 
Indians beg m arriving fr >m e cry point, but keep­ 
ing along the . range <•( bluffa s me COO yar.’s off. 
Some of the Indian scouts having a t this tim e left 
their own camp and come into our camp, Captain 
H entig ordered them to leave. 
While doing sc an 
Indian turned, and firing, killed Captain Hentig. 
THE FIGHT THEN* BECAME GENERAL. 
The trocp3 formed a skirm ish line, driving the 
Indians back some distance. 
The herders were 
killed by the first volley, and the herd stam peded. 
The fight h»*gan at I o’clock, lasting nearly three 
hours, until darkness, when the Indians drew > if to 
ward their own camp. 
It is impossible to tell how 
man}- hostiles were killed. 
A council was held, aud 
it was decided th a t it was impossible to hold the 
position against such a large force. There was but 
one way out of camp, through a bad can von. 
The 
berd was rounded up, arid it was found th at D troop 
had lost thirty three horses, E troop eight, the pack 
train se\en mules, au«l several badly shot. 
They 
hastily gathered up the dead, an ¡ found seven men 
and one officer (Captain Hentig) killed. They buried 
them inside a ten t of Carr*?, which, with every­ 
thing bu t the saddles aud am m unition, was left on 
the field as a blind to cover the retreat. 
Three 
badly wounded soldiers were placed <»u horses, and 
at 1 1 o’cEck the command 
8TARTED IN RETREAT 
For this post. 
One of the wounded men died at 4 
o’clock the next morning. The Indians did not 
fallow, evidently thinking them still nt Cibieu. Gen­ 
eral Carr made a forced m arch, not stepping any­ 
where until he reached the post at 4 v. m. on the 
21st. 
The troops wore badly used up with hunger 
and fatigue. 
The hostiles are swarming t i rough 
the country, and came w ithin a mile of the ]»ost 
this m orning, burned ecvcral buildings, stampeded 
a large herd of cattle ar.d then drew off to the 
mountains. 
The couriers who feta*ted ou t were 
Killed within tw enty miles from here; also several 
more out on escort duty, besides four citizens. This 
is reported by a friendly Indian spy. Tho Mormon 
settlers uorth of us m ust be suffering heavily. 
We 
cau do nothing bu t hold the po?t until reinforce­ 
m ents reach us. The Indians cut the telegraph line 
every few mi leg. 


BURIAL PARTY ATTACKED. 
L a tk r.—A t 2 o’clock the Indians began firing into 
a party at tho graveyard burning the dead, and 
drove them into the pcfct, and then fired into th e 
post from the bluffi on every side. 
The tr -'j.3 
formed a skirm ish line around ihe entire camp, 
kc.ping them out of the post. 
The fight lasted 
until dark, when the Indian» drew off. 
Captain 
(iordon, 6uceewor lo Captain H entig, was wounded 
in the leg 
There were no other casualties. 
The 
firing during th e first hour was very heavy from the 
hostiles. 
We bel eve we can keep them out of the 
post, bu t no more.

F o rt Apache, Septem ber 2d—8:30 p. >t.—To A dju­ 
tan t General W hipple, Barracks, A rizona: Pursuant 
to orders from the commanding General, dated A u­ 
gust 13th, to arrest the Indian doctor Nokuy Del- 
klinne as soon as pract’cablc, and a formal request 
from the Agent, dated the 14th u ’t., to arrest or kill 
him, or both, I first hoped to arrest him when lie 
caino to hold his dances and incantations here, but 
bo did not keep his appointm ent.

Cavalry, at;d four men at tbe first fire. H entig was 
b! ot in the back by an Indian scout a? he turned to 
his rific. 
A Sergeant and three men were wounded, 
two of them mortally. The hills and tim bers 
teemed alive with Indians, who succeeded iu ru n ­ 
ning « ff forty-five horses and ten mules ot the tra n, 
part of th ecn u m an d having turned their animals 
out to graze and the others being unsadd'ed. Ait r 
asevere fi^ht, in which the Indians were driven off, 
the command returned to the post. Captain H entig 
was buried on the fie’d. Th.i Indians ki ltd men on 
the Thomas road, and on the 1st of September, 
ah. ut noon, they opened lire on the burial (place at 
t ie cem etery, aud then attacked tho garrison. 
In 
t iisafftir Lieutenant G >rdop was wounded in the 
log. 
There aro about 50 citizens who have come 
into the po-t for safety, whom General Carr has 
provided with f od. 
The couriers f-.cnt out ou the 
2d and 31 ins's, could not get through, as the sav- 
ng s surrounded all the forts and the mountain 
trail, and after repeated trials returned to camp, 
and Stanton came thr. ugh with a heavy escort, 
starting at 7 o’clock lust night.

it is supposed the Indians are in | h.ssession 
oí Pleasant valley, and have killed all the white set­ 
tlers. 
Tnis valley is located th irty mi los uorth of 
Globe C.ty, near the Tonto Basin, and about e'ghty 
miles wt’Bt cf Fort Apache, which indicates that the 
trouble is becoming general among the tribes on the 
reservation.

A n adjourned meeting of the Convention 
of Grain-Growers was held in the room over 
the Grangers’ Bank this afternoou. 
H . M . 
L aru , of Sacramento, was Chairman, and 
H. J. Ostrander, Secretary. 
A b o u t‘25 dele­ 
gates from the principal grain-growing coun­ 
ties were present. 
A report, which was 
adopted, was made by Charles Woods, Chair­ 
man of the committee appointed a t the last 
meeting of the Convention, to report a ¡dan 
cf organization, having in view the promo­ 
tion of the interests of the wheat-growers of 
the State. 
The report was an iudividual 
one, the Chairman not having been able to 
meet the other members of thb committee. 
U r. Woods opposed the idea of a separate 
organization of wheat-growers, independent 
of the Grangers' Bank and the Grangers’ 
Business Association. 
The latter institution 
bad capital, experience and capacity to b it­ 
ter effect th 3 ends than any independent or­ 
ganization conld strive for. 
A fter years of 
uncertainty the Grangers’ Association now 
stood upon a firm footing in the business 
community, aud had esroed and holds the 
confidence of the farmers. 
There was no ob­ 
ject the grain-growers could desire th at could 
be accomplished as speedily by an indepen­ 
dent organization. 
51r. English, of Contra 
Costa county, urged the necessity of placing 
exact 
facts 
of

The 
wheat 
crop

not be ever twenty-five per cent, as large as 
it was last year. 
There would not be over 
■>00,000 tons of this year's growth fo r export. 
A gainst this the demand is greater than ever 
before, and the tonnage is also greater. That 
is, there is now iu this haibor tonnage of 
120,000 tons aud 000,000 tons more on the 
way, or known to be bound for h e re ; and 
there is probably 50,000 nr 00,000 tonnage 
coming here from Australia with coal, ex­
